T he court granted hi** petition 
to sue as a pauper, upon inspection of his 
person. 
Upon the trial before the jury, 
he was examined by the jury and by two 
learned physicians, all of whom concur­ 
red in the opinion that very little, if anv, 
trace of negro blood could bo discovered 
by any of the external appearances. 
All 
the physiological marks and distinctions 
which usually characterize the African 
descent, had disappeared.

ConmcJH at TTjir/o».— According“ to a 
French paper now before us, there arc 
now in Bayne, a reeeptacle for convicts 
at Toulon, upwards of five thousand con­ 
victs under sentence of imprisonm ent, for 
difTcrent periods, from five years to tw en­ 
ty, nnd for life. 


Tho establishm ent nt Toulon, is a very 
larce fortress, (guarded by m ilitary, and 
tho prisoners nro sent from all parts of 
the country tn it. 
T h e y are kept in the 
prisons of the districts, where they arc 
tried, until a sufllcient number to form n 
cfiaine accuiiiulates, and then, in troops of 
20 and 30 chained tojjether, they are con­ 
ducted on foot, escorted by mounted gens 
d'srm cs, to the Bayne, or receptacle for 
convicts. 
As soon as they arrive at T o u ­ 
lon, and arc placed in the fortress, they 
underpo the most rii^orous confinement 
and treatment, 
"rho Ralloy-slaves are 
ch.-lined two nnd tw.o, by the right and 
left lej;, by a chain about three yards long, 
and this chain is never tnkcn oft', except 
in eases of illness. 
T h is is the way in 
which ciimintds. who are merely senten­ 
ced to im prisonm ent, are trea ted ; hut 
those who arc sentenced to be au boidet^ 
have a weight attached to a heavy iron 
chain, which is fastened to the right Icjj.

'I'he present p u k e of Orleans, eldest 
son of Louis Phillipe, was born at Parmn 
or Palerm o, in 1810, while his father was 
no longer a Frenchm an. 


‘T he Civil Code, Article 9, and 10, 
says, that every individual born in a for­ 
eign country of a French father who has 
lost his civic rights, is not a Frenchm an, 
‘‘unless by a declaration made before a 
French authority in the year which suc­ 
ceeds to the age of his majority (21.) he 
indicates his desire to become a French­ 
man.** 
But the Duke of Orleans is 21 
years of age and has not made this declar­ 
ation. 
Legally he is not a Frenchm an. 


If I is father by his arrival to the throne 
has become so, the son has not.

T he Charte of 1830, says, that tribu­ 
nals extraordinary shall never be estab­ 
lished.

Pearl Fixhing of the Persian Gulf.—^ 
T he most exteii!$ivc cst.iblishment of this 
description in the world, nnd we suppose 
indeed the chief source of the supply o f 
the civilized world, are two islands in the 
Persian G ulph, the larger, Bahrein about 
tpu miles by five, and the sm aller. Anal» 
much less considerable in extent. 
T h e 
former particularly is very fertile, and .iii- 
ilustriously cultivated, being covered in 
every directionwith hamlets, interspersed 
with groves of dates, figs, citrons, peach­ 
es, jSti.*. 
In Minawa, the principal village, 
nre many wealthy m erchants, w ho carry 
f] 
on trade with India and fo.-eij^n countries.. 
T he fishery, which is carried on d u rii^ 
the three summ er months, produced three 
ceutucies since nearly 150,000/. pjnf; an* 
num ; and that amount ha« now incireaeeilf. 
nearly one-fourth. 
’I'he great portion o f 
the pearls are »hipped for India, JfirfTthe , 
residue distributed throughout thefPersian 
and Turkish em pires, when oceuional 
specimens tind their way to the cities of 
Europe. 
About 2000 boats are em ployed 
annually in the business— one half from 
the islands and the rest from the sm all 
ports on the coast. 
I'h e divers are ne­ 
gro slaves nnd Arabs, generally trained to 
the practice from their y o u th ; they de­ 
scend in water from five to fifteen fathoms 
deep, remain from two to five minutes un­ 
derneath, anil bring up from eight to twelve 
oysters in both hands. 
T ho best pearl« 
come from the deepest water, and they 
are as hard when first taken from the fish 
a? ever afterwards. 
T hey lose a little of 
their original whiteness by exposure, and 
this loss is estimated in trade at one per 
cent, n y e a r; though the pearls tinged 
with yellow are generally preferred in in- 
diato the white. 
'I'his is not tho case in 
the W estern Market. 
T he Bahrein pearl 
is considered very superior to that of C ey­ 
lon, both ill size and cohir. 
T h ey are 
strung together, for export, on thread, and 
made into round bundles of about three 
inches diameter, commonly called Itoo- 
man el Bahr, or “ pomegranates o f the 
sea.** 
T h e divers barely live by their 
earnings, and although they are precau- 
tious to prevent the water entering their 
ears and mouth, they soon have their 
eyes bloodshot, nnd their bodies spotted 
with sores. 
'I’hese particulars are deri­ 
ved from Buckingham and M orier.

Immediately after having dischargei 
the one barrel of his gun, ho siarted out 
determining to go in quest of the other in 
dividuals by whom he supposed himself 
to have been aggrieved. H e was caught 
however, just as he stepped from the out 
cr door of the house in which he hat 
committed the deed, by Mrs. S ’shnsl*and 
— who was preparing to give him the re 
ward of his doings, when he was taken 
from his grasp by some of our citizens 
and after undergoing an examination be 
fore a M agistrate, committed to prison 
where he now awaits hi* trial.

MASSACRE OF WYOMING. 


WiLKE«BATHtti, Pa. Sept. 1831- 


After one of the most romantic rides, 


through the lovely \alley of Wyoming, 
vi here the power of language fails lo con- 
iey the enjoyment that every traveller 
must partake, and tint we deeply fell, we 
arrived at WilkosKwe, at 10.

They cho«e the place where the monu- 
ment now stands, on account of its eleva- 
tion, for wailing the approach of the In- 
dians, whom they did nolsujpect of be- 
ing so near, but the blood thirsty men of 
the forest, bribed and instigated by the 
"~ 
" , wtre concealed among the bush- 


es, and niched upon them with overpow- 
ering force. 
A few escaped and ran to 


the rner, but some even of (these were 
shot while they were swimming o\c-r, the 
re«t were cruelly slaughtered. 


The Indians removed their own shin, 


but left the others lying on the field, and 
hastening to the village, burnt down evc- 
iv dwelling; then proceeding to the foil, 
(in which was at the time, the old lady, 
above mentioned, then a young girl.) »r- 
deiei1 every individual, infants, mothcis, 
and aged women, to leave it m ilnee 
hourb under pain of death. /-GaMon, -iO 
miles distant, was the nearest-settlement, 
and thither the poor creaturss bent then 
steps. 
Many, however, perished on the 


way. At the end ofs-ix weeks, some of the 
men ventured back to the scene of their 
woes, hoping to find the bones of their 
slaughtered companions; but lo their sur- 
prise every corpse was as perfect as on 
the day of the massacre, they had dried 
and could be recognized. 
They were in- 


terred nn the spot, and 50 3 ears -ifter- 
wjuds the bones were taken up, to be^en- 
closed in a durable box, and placed in one 
corner of the monument, with due so- 
lemnities. 
Three hundred skulls were 


found, the most perfect of which have 
been preserved, and are kept in a little 
bu'lding close by, for the inspection of 
visuers. 
We examined them and found 


on every one^ the mark of ihe scalping 
I'nife 
In some were large ronrd holes, 


made bv the bullets, in otheis, fractures 
and holes, two inches in diameter, ihe 
work of ihe bitharous tomahawk. 
We- 


were exceedingly interested by all we snu 
and heard, and the old lady appeared 
CtaTificd by the interest we exhibited. 


Conmcf1} at Tot don.—According to a 


French paper now before us, there are 
now m Bayne, i receptacle foi convicts 
at Toulon, upwirds of five thousand con- 
victs^undfjr sentence of imprisonment, for 
different periods, from five years to twen- 
ty, ^and for lile. 


The establishment at Toulon, is a very 


larire fortress, guarded by military, and 
the prisoners are sent l_rom nil parts of 
the country to it. They are kept in the 
prisons of the districts, where they aie 
tried, until a sufficient' number to form a 
chninc accumulate?, and then, in troops of 
20 and 30 chained together, they are con- 
ducted on foot, escorted by mounted gens 
d'armes, to the Bayne, or receptacle for 
convicts. 
As soon as they arrive at Tou- 


lon, and are placed in the fortress, they 
undergo the most rigorous confinement 
and treatment. 
'The galley-shves are 


chained two and two, by the right and 
left lejr, by a chain about three yards long, 
and this chain is never taken off, except 
in ci?es of illness 
This is the way in 


winch criminals, who aie merely senten- 
ced to imprisonment, are treated; but 
those who are sentenced to be au boulet, 
ha\e a vyeigiit attached to a heavy u_on 
chain, which is fastened to the right leg. 
and winch they constantly drag after 
them, the. only relief they cm get from us 
weight being to tie it to their middle by a 
handkerchief. 
A man who, as is fre- 


quently the c^se, is sentenced to this pun- 
ishment for five years, or for any length 
of lime, can for ever be recognized, as the 
weight causes him to contract the habit of 
'ilralrgirig^as^it were, the right leg after 
him ; and they^tieVerrget^ove,r_U, even 
when the chain and weight are removed 
from their legs. , , 
""-All day the prisoners are employed in 
the" mo=rdeeradinp occupations ; they are 
sent, chained in the manner described, in- 
to the streets of the town where they are 
emploj'ed a? scavengers, and in similar 
filthy occupations. 
At night the com icts. 


when lhe\ retire" to rest, have a padlock 
passed through a link to their chain, and 
a ring in the iron bedstead on which they 
sleep." and they are chained all night in 
this manner, until the superintendent re- 
lieves them in the morning and calls them 
to their vork. In the avenue, or yard, in 
which the prisoners are occasionally al- 
lowed to walk, are placed cannon, which, 
in the event of their proving refractory, 
ffonld pour urape-shntupon and annihilate 
them in an instant. 
So gieat is the hor- 


ror entertained by the convicts of the pun- 
ishment of the travatix forces, that many 
cases of murder have taken phcc by the 
convicts, with a view to their being exe- 
cuted, as death was considered by them 
preferable to the way they were suffpr- 
inrr. Toulon is the principal receptacle 
of this kind, but there are similar estab- 
lishments at Brest and Rochfort, where 
they experience the same kind of treat- 
ment.

They are 
strung together, for export, on thread, and 
made into round bundles of about ihre'e 
inches diameter, commonly called Roo- 
man el Bohr, or "pomegranates of the 
sea."' The divers bareh- live by "their 
earnings, and although thev-are precaa- 
tioua to prev ent the water entering their 
ears and mouth, they soon have their 
eyes bloodsho:, nnd their bodies sootted 
wnh sores.
